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Planning board faces 
land sale problem 


There are six articles in the 
warrant for Saturday's Town 
Meeting asking that land be 
transferred to Berkshire 
Builders, a New Hampshire firm, 
for the’ purpose of building 
“scattered site” family housing 
to be administered by the 
Wilmington Housing Authority 

There are three other articles 
submitted by individuals, asking 
to purchase land from the town 
In one case, one of the six lots is 
also one of the three which 
private persons seek. There is 
what can be termed a duplication 

The Wilmington Planning 
Board has not decided how it 
should treat those articles. Should 
itbe in favor, or should it withhold 
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approval? 

Last summer the planning 
board began a study of town 
owned land, a study that is ex- 
pected to take two years to 
complete. It asked the selectmen 
at that time to refrain from 
selling land until the study is 
done. That’s the problem. 

Should the planning board vote 
against its own request to the 
selectmen? 

Tuesday night the planning 
board was unable to decide. In- 
stead, the vote was to let the 
question ride until Saturday noon, 
when another meeting will be 
held, just before the annual town 
meeting. Perhaps, then a decision 
will be made. 

All zoning and rezoning articles 
for the annual town meeting have 
been considered by the planning 
board. In each case the vote was 
favorable and unanimous.

Two incumbents ousted 
in local election 


Two incumbents were ousted 
from office in last Saturday's 
election in Wilmington 

Housing Authority member 
Lorraine Brozyna drew 1218 
votes, not enough to top 
challenger Bill Strob’s 1441 
Brozyna had staked i... position 
on Federally funded housing for 
the elderly 

Three-term School Committee 
member James Demos also failed 
in his re-election attempt. For- 
mer teacher Robert Peterson 
topped the ticket among con- 
tested candidates, drawing 1759 
votes. Incumbent Linda Mc 
Menimen drew 997, and was re- 
elected. Demos’ count wa 
Anthony Accardi, Jr. had 
Douglas McEvoy 302 

A four-way race for a two-year 
vacancy on the Board of Select 
men was won by 23-year old Jim 
Stewart ‘with 1005 votes. Jay 
Donovan received 828 votes, 
Dennis Volpe 700 arid Anne 
Mahoney 239 

Selectman Bob Cain won re- 
election with 1522 votes, defeating 
Anthony Pastore, who drew 898 
votes, and Dianna Holmes, with 


Frank McLean won re-election 
to the Regional Technical School 
School Committee, defeating 
Albert Reidy, 1283 votes to 1111

Parking problems 
turned voters away 


Wilmington police estimated 10 
percent of the potential voters at 
last Saturday’s election were 
turned away from the parking 
space adjacent to the high school 
where the voting took place 
Drivers of cars would be forced to 
drive on, for lack of parking 
spaces, and when a parking space 
was available there would be a 
horde of workers bearing signs 
with candidates’ names, blocking 
the way 

Some of those who were forced 
to drive through the parking area 
did park on Church Street and 
walk back. Others continued on 
their way 

Town Clerk Pat Lynch left the 
voting area at least four times, to 
plead with the candidates to 
remove some of their vehicles. 
The candidates and theifyworkers 


had cars and trailers parked 
everywhere, bearing the names 
of candidates. Some candidates 
had set up coffee tables, for 
prospective voters. 

As far as could be observed only 
one candidate did not have cars 
parked or signs borne for himself 

Doug McEvoy, the 18-year-old 
candidate for school committee, 
instead tried to be present to help 
open the doors of cars bearing 
voters. Dressed in a neat suit, he 
would then introduce himself, and 
voice a hope that he could get a 
vote. 

McEvoy got a total of 302 votes, 
which was not the lowest number 
cast for any candidate in 
Saturday's election. As far as is 
known, he had no advertising or 
printing done, in favor of his 
candidacy.

Allen convicted of 
Arlington break 


A former member of the 
Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority was found guilty last 
week of breaking into the 
Arlington K of C Hall. according 
toa story in the April 15 Arlington 
Advocate 

Harold J, “Harry” Allen, 30, of 
Arlington was found guilty in 
East Cambridge District Court of 
breaking and entering in the 
nighttime with the intent” to 
commit a misdemeanor. The 
charge was reduced from a felony 
to a misdemeanor, and he was 
sentenced to two years probation 
and fines totalling $300. 

A second defendant, Michael 
Lowry, 19, was also found guilty 
The Advocate reported that 
Lowry had sat in Allen's car while 
Allen broke into the building 
early on the morning of Feb. 14 
The court found sufficient 


dence for a guilty verdict, but 
continued Lowry’s case without 


finding until April 13, 1984. He was 
also fined $300 

Allen became involved in 
Wilmington politics shortly after 
his father's oil company bought 
out a Wilmington firm in 19 
Allen used the company’s 
Wilmington address as his home 
address, and ran for office. He 
was elected to the Wilmington 
Redevelopment Authority in 
March, 1978, and ran un 
successfully for the Democratic 
nomination for state represen 
tative in Sept. 1978. He resigned 
from the redevelopment 
authority in 1980. i was ap 
pointed as the state member of 
the Arlington Housing Authority 
in April 1981. He was suspended 
from that post following his arrest 
in February

© Editor's note: On March 31, 
{982 some 2,300 paratroopers 
assigned to the 82d Airborne 
Division out of Ft. Bragg, N.C. 

mped from C141 jet transports 
over the Mojave Desert at Ft. 
Arwin, California. The exercise 
was a test of the United States 
‘Rapid Deployment Joint Task 
‘Force and was designed to, 
samong other things, train the 
troops for survival in the 
:mountains for an extended period 
of time: 

During the week of the exer- 
‘cise, that area of California was 
shit with snow storms and winds of 
up to 40 mph. The high wind 
condition existed shortly before 
the jump, but reports indicated 
that the winds died down to below 
the 15 mph “safety limit" used by 
Army officials for peacetime 
maneuvers when the actual drop 
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was made. 

However, the icy wind suddenly 
started blowing strong gusts 
when the drop was made and is 
partly to blame for the death of at 
least four paratroppers and the 
injury of about 71 more. 

Believed to be one of the largest 
paratrooper maneuvers ever held 
in the United States, this part of 
the monthlong Gallant Eagle 2 
military exercise gave soldiers a 
lot to write home about 

The following is a first hand 
account of the maneuver as told 
from the perspective of 20-year- 
old Paratrooper Paramedic Peter 
Clancy. Clancy is the son of Mr 
and Mrs. Warren Clancy of 85 10th 
St., Tewksbury and is a 1981 
graduate of Tewksbury Memorial 
High School 

“The wind blew and away we 
went. First the commander, then

the safeties, then the paramedics. 
The reason for our going third is 
so we can help the injured and the 
casualties if necessary. ¢ 

“Upon touchdown, I saw my 
best buddy Chris was in big 
trouble. I got to him as quickly as 
possible, only to find him holding 
his hip knife. It seems he 
panicked, and pulled it out of his 
thigh and was bleeding severely. 
He had punctured his femoral 
artery with the hip knife upon 
touchdown. 

“Luckily, he is a paramedic, 
like myself. After the initial 
shock, he was able to help me 
with the tourniquet ete. 

“When your best friend gets 
hurt, it's not the same as working 
on some jumper you have never 
met who gets injured during 
practice jumping or something 
like that. 

“I had the safeties take him to 
the waiting helicopter and turned 
around to find another medic like 
myself on his hands and knees 
crying. He had fallen 300 feet, but 
because of the excellent training 
we all got, although he was in 
shock, he had pulled his reserve 
chute. It just began to open when 
he landed and rolled. 

“Much to my surprise, there 
wasn't a scratch on him (thank 
God). When we got back to Home 
Base, (Ft. Bragg,) N.C., both my 
buddies were anxious to tell me 
that Chris had kept the tourniquet 
that I had set on him all the way 
back to Fort Bragg until he 
reached the O.R. (operating 
room). For me, that is a plus 

“I didn’t have to look for many 
non-moving guys because they 
were all over the place. The ABC 
news cameras were there too. 
After three hours of helping the 
unit, we were relieved completely 
by the M.A.S.H. Unit, but I was 
tired.

a circle to keep the prospective 
victim from going into shock. The 
men even used their ponchos to 
cover the victim. 

“We built stone walls to protect 
us from the blowing snow and 
wind and we learned to share our 
rations 

“Most of the rations were blown 
by the wind out of our reach, but 
the guys were great. We split 
what we got and rationed our food 
until we could salvage another 
chute of rations. 

“A couple of the guys didn’t 
ration, and they got Hell!!!, then 
help. 

“We (our battalion) had to 
evacuate one injured man. The 
battery battalion had to send back 
seven of their men because of

that I learned to survive in the 
worst conditions possible (I 
think).

When asked whether he was a 
hero, Clancy replied, “I was just 
doing my job.”

Former developer tells of Jewel Drive problems 


Dear Larz. 

I have followed with interest 
your reports on the progress or 
lack of it, at Jewell Industrial 
Park, off Eames Street, 
Wilmington. I feel we are now 
experiencing a sequel to an 
already sad story in the history of 
Wilmington. 

At the time that Jewell was 
involved in that development it 
was easy to blame Jewell for the 
difficulties which occured. Now, 
witha new developer, we can look 
elsewhere, if we choose, for 
sources of the problem. 

Note the similarity of the two 
cases. Both developers attempted 
to develop a park by bringing in a 
number of companies instead of 
one large manufacturer. Both 
companies received a reasonable 
amount of cooperation from the 
Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority (WRA). Both com- 
panies, when faced with other 
town boards seemed to have 
found a total lack of interest in 
seeing that the project is com- 
pleted 

I have to withhold a total en- 
dorsement of the WRA. Only after 
a long and difficult time did the 


WRA finally realize that the 
horror stories we told, of the lack 
of cooperation, were true. 

At that time a more active role 
on the part of the WRA might 
have proven helpful. On one 
occasion the WRA did appear as a 
group before the planning board 
and managed to get things going 
for a short period of time. 

Otherwise I can say that the 
WRA did give us its full 
cooperation, such as it seems to 
be doing for the present 
developer. 

‘The sticky problem was and is 
getting electrical power to the 
industries being served, Both 
Jewell and the present company 
have presented a solution to the 
planning board which is both 
legal and ethical. For reasons of 
which I can only speculate, the 
plans have been rejected. The 
delays caused by this have been 
costiy. It is impossible to com- 
plete the road. This has led to 
more problems, one of them being 
the effect of the inflation existing 
today 

I am led to believe there is a 
present difficulty in getting 
Reading Light to undertake the 


installaiton of the underground 
wires. Jewell was ordered by the 
planning board fo have Reading 
Light do the job. When we asked 
for a quote it took two months to 
get it. Then, it turned out, the 
major cost of the job was to be 
billed to us at what ever figure 
they decided after the job was 
done. 

‘The present company, I have 
noted, was forced to resort to 
overhead wires to be certain that 
a customer could get electricity 
Now, the story is, that those 
overhead wires must be removed 
by the middle of May 

‘The result is a tragedy, in an 
economic sense. Real estate 
brokers find real difficulty in 
interesting companies to locate in 
the industrial park because of the 
stories which have leaked out 
about the difficulties being en 
countered. 

Tragically, the similarities 
continue to this day, Our com: 
pany was forced to bankruptcy 
The present company is having 
financial difficulties. Both 
companies have made unusual 
concessions to the town. These 
concessions have cost con 


siderable, in terms of money 
Some of the town administration 
has an attitude which ranges 
from indifference to outright 
hostility 

1 do not know whether the 
present develqper was subjected 
to the humiliating and 
professionally insulting ordeals 
that Jewell had to face. Based on 
our experience, I suspect this is 
so 

If the town administration does 
not want any more industry in 
Wilmington, let them say so 
publicly. Let the townspeople 
respond with how they feel about 
it. The delays have gone on too 
long for the public to be unaware 
of what has been happening. 

1 am not one to embroil myself 
in public controversy. I feel 
however that it is time for 
someone to speak out. There are 
what I feel are seamy details. 
Maybe it is time to lift just one 
corner of the rug. 

Does anyone in Wilmington 
care, or do we just accept this as 
business as usual?

Dear Larz 

Housing - what does it mean? 

Wilmington has a lot of 
reconverted summer cottages 
which were built in the 1920's and 
30's which today house many of 
our elderly population and 
families. Some of these homes are 
still ill equipped to handle the 
harsh winters. The Federal 
Government was able to provide 
$83,500 in fuel assistance to, the 
elderly last year alone. Because, 
of the high cost of heat, these 
people would have not had the 
money to pay their local oil man. 
Wilmington's elderly have lived 
in cellars, converted back por- 
ches, and worse still, with adult 
children who abuse them. 

A great majority of these 
people live on incomes ranging 
from $3,000 to $7,000 a year. Even 
the simple tasks of carrying 
groceries up a flight of stairs or 
shoveling the walk can be 
overwhelming when you have a 
weak heart or arthritis. 

We have a chance to help these 
people at a time when it is not 
popular to be liberal with the tax 
dollar. But it is a time when each 
of us should look a little deeper 
into our hearts and ask what do 
we want to do about these people?

Wilmington Housing Authority 
has applied countless times for 
money to take care of this 
problem and with the help of 
Senator Paul Tsongas under the 
Carter administration, was able 
to obtain a $5,000,000 contract 
from the Federal Government 
The site selected has not fared 
very well and the town has been 
torn apart over this housing issue. 
The money has been held aside 
until the issue has been resolved 
Now we have President Reagan 
who can pull back any money 
from HUD if it is not used. The 
time is now to make your decision 
as federal and state money is 
drying up. 

This housing should not make a 
significant difference in the tax 
dollar spent in the town.

Are there strings attached to 
Hud money? Yes, there are - It's: 
their money and they request we 
follow their guidelines. the same 
holds true for example, of the 
school hot lunch program which is 
state and federally funded. In that 
program the guidelines are to {ill 
the trays with all the food groups 
included, having no coke machine 
located in the cafeteria, ete. 

Well, the Housing Authority has 
to follow certain requirements 
when using federal money. The 
first being that we include all 
persons at age 62 in our elderly 
housing program to comply with 
Federal standards which makes 
them eligible for social security 
The second and most talked about 
is that we provide housing for our 
low and moderate income 
families. The developer has a 
proposal of 10 homes which will 
be small ranches and capes 
scattered throughout the town. 
The town owned sites are 
presently being offered to the 
builder which are to be sold at the 
current value. If you, the town: 
speople do not want the house 
located on a particular site then 
turn it down at town meeting. The 
builder has the option to go to 
private individuals to purchase 
the land. 


‘These 10 homes will pay taxes 
tor the town as the presently 
owned homes are now doing. 
They will be built with the same 
Federal money, turned over to 
the Housing Authority to be 
managed. Whereby the town will 
not have to pay for the upkeep of 
these homes. 

The pay scale for this type of 
housing is set from $12,000 a year 
for two people to $20,000 a year for 
a family of six. Doesn't it seem 
logical that half the townspeople 
should be eligible for these 
homes? Furthermore, HUD has 
agreed to honor our request to 
give Wilmington's people first 
choice to the elderly and family 
housing. We have the people to fill 
these homes. 

People cry out at the guidelines. 
Why should we take HUD's 
money when we can do it our- 
selves” Are you able to add more 
tax dollars to your mortgage 
payments? Of all the cities and 
towns in Massachusetts, one 
town, Weston, has been able to 
take on that burden. Don’t let our 
elderly leave the town they raised 
their families in because they can 
no longer afford daily existance. 
Come to town meeting and hear 
all the facts.

ator plan: 


what and how 


This is the fifth in a series of 
articles designed to more widely 
educate the voting public as to 
what the proj town ad- 
ministrator plan is and how it will 
change the form of Tewksbury 
government. The proposed plan 
will face voters during the annual 
town meeting which is slated to 
convene on May 3. 

This week: Part two of powers 
and duties. 

As discussed last week, the 
administrator will be given ex- 
tensive power of appointment to 
several positions within the town. 
To go along with that power, as 
spelled out in Subsection “‘E” of 
the 17 part Section Four, the 
administrator will be required to 
take over the personnel system of 
the town. 

This subsection effectively does 
away with the personnel board 
and delegates the duty and 
responsibility of administering 
the personnel system to the ad- 
ministrator. 

That personnel system in- 
cludes, but is not limited to: 
developing “personnel policies 
and practices, rules and 
regulations, the personnel by-law, 
negotiation of all collective 


bargaining agreements, and 
preparing the salary 
classification plan by-law 


amendments for consideration of 
town meeting, if necessary,” 
according to Subsection “'E. 

Delegating the authority of 
administering the personnel 
system, however, does not mean 
the administrator will have 
complete control over wage 
classifications or contract 
negotiations. 

Selectman advocate of the plan 
Dick Trueba explains that the 
administrator will still have to 
follow the same procedure 
currently followed by the per- 
sonnel board when submitting 
changes in the wage classification 


or personnel by-law, That 
procedure includes holding a 
public hearing and then 


recommending the change for 
town meeting action. 

In the realm of contract talks 
with the town's unions, the ad- 
ministrator will be the speaking 


voice for the board of selectmen. 
‘The administrator will conduct 
negotiating sessions with the 
union leaders and will present, on 
behalf of the selectmen, contract 
proposals. Currently, that task is 
being handled by the selectmen’s 
negotiating legal firm. 

Although the administrator will 
du the actual negotiating, the 
legal firm will probably still be 
retained, according to Trueba. He 
explains that the selectmen may 
still want to consult with them on 
certain aspects of the contract 
negotiations and consult with 
them when the final contract is 
drawn up to make sure the legal 
form is proper. However, Trueba 
feels that the administrator will 
help bring the annual cost for 
retaining the legal firm down 

He says that the firm will not 
have to spend as many hours in 
negotiations as they currently do 
when the administrator takes 
over that duty. But selectmen 
may still want the legal firm to 
defend the town when grievances 
are filed before the labor 
relations board, Those suits, 


‘Trueba feels, are better handled 
by professional lawyers 
Trueba also feels that the 


negotiating part of the selectmen 
agenda may dwindle when the 
administrator starts to handle the 
contracts. 

Subsection “‘L’’ specifically 
states that the administrator will 
be responsible for negotiating 
contracts which the selectmen 
are authorized to enter into by 
law. 

‘This contract negotiating power 
is in addition “to the union 
negotiating power. It will include, 
but not be limited to, contracts 
such as the one recently entered 
into with the Northeast Solid 
Waste Committee, contracts for 
building sewer additions or for 
building a new town facility. 

Trueba says that the ad 
ministrator will work hand in 
hand with the town counsel while 
negotiating these contracts 
However, it will be the selectmen 
who make the final decision on 
any contract draft the ad

Residents fear flooding 
if parking lot approved 


A drainage easement, from 
Tewksbury’s David Morris Drive 
to the Heath Brook, figures 
largely in the testimony given on 
April 12 to the planning board. 
Colonial Drive residents told the 
board that water from that 
easement would flood their land if 
a proposed extension of an light 
industry zone were voted at town 
meeting and the zone used for a 
parking area 

The drainage easement starts 
just easterly of David Morris 
Drive, goes under Colonial Drive, 
and ends up at Heath Brook, a 
distance of several hundred feet. 

Dominick Germano, of Cape 
Real Estate, has been trying to 
develop a business condominium, 
known as Colonial Park, on land 
that is between Colonial Drive 
and St. William's Church and 
about 300 or 400 feet from Colonial 
Drive. He appeared before the 
board of appeals in January and 


* said he wanted to construct 10 


buildings. He sought a variance 
from a by-law requirement which 
forces commercial buildings to 
have parking area equal to three 
times the square footage of the 
floor space 


The board turned down the 
variance application and under 
the by-law, only eight buildings 
can go up. 

Now Germano seeks to have 
another 25,000 feet of parking, 
behind the proposed buildings. He 
would change the zoning to “light 
industrial,” he said. There would 
be no buildings erected on the 
land, he told the board. 

Bob Fitzpatrick of 19 Colonial 
Drive was not satisfied. Would 
there be a right to erect buildings, 
he asked the planning board 
Chairman Joe Doherty said there 
would be. Fitzpatrick said he was 
‘disgusted with politics."” He was 
a three year resident and said the 
proposal would destroy the 
privacy of his back yard. 

Another man, who had opposed 
in January, said the water would 
be shed onto his property, and it 
would be disastrous. 

George Soderholm, 29 Colonial 


Drive, said that the water 
easement went through his 
property “Water shoots 


through” when it rains, he said 

“All L want is a parking lot” 
Germano told the board 
‘Nothing is to be changed in the 
contours.

ministrator will submit to them 
and the selectmen will be 
responsible for execution of the 
contract. 

Another aspect of the plan 
which will reduce selectmen's 
agenda time, Trueba says, is in 
the preparation of a budget 

Under Subsections “F” and 
“G," the administrator will be 
required to prepare a “uniform 
budget document’’ and will be 
required to prepare annual 
budget requests for all town 
departments under the 
jurisdiction of the selectmen. The 
administrator will have to work 
with the finance committee on the 
format of the budget, but will be 


allowed to make recom- 
mendations for the annual 
requests. 

Trueba says that the ad- 


ministrator will be required to 
meet with all department heads 
to get a feeling for what their 
needs are and will then make 
recommendations to the select- 
men on how much the department 
should receive from year to year 
The administrator, most likely 
along with the accountant (taking 
the place of the auditor), will 
review the requests and question 
the officials on their requests. 

That budget request will be 
presented in sheet, or as is the 
case in Wilmington, in book form, 
The form will have to be agreed 
upon by both the fincom and the 
administrator and may include, 
but not be limited to, Trueba says, 
the actual appropriated amount 
for the last fiscal year, the 
requested amount, the amount 
spent up to the date of 
preparation, what the recom: 
mendation of both the fincom and 
the administrator is and the 
actual amount appropriated by 
town meeting. 

As outlined under Subsection 
H," the administrator will be 


responsible, along with the ac-. 


countant, for keeping the 
selectmen informed as to the 
financial status of the town as the 
fiscal year goes on. This process, 
Trueba says, will keep the 
selectmen informed on how much 
the town has spent and what is left 
in every account 

Currently, getting figures and 
actual amounts spent can be very 
difficult for selectmen, says 
Trueba. He says that selectmen 
must first request financial in- 
formation from a department

Since 
the board meets once a week and 
at night, the department heads 
are not always available to the 
board, Trueba says. However, the 
administrator is in town hall all 
day long and is dealing with 
department heads on a day to day 
basis, Trueba says. He adds that 
since the administrator is, as 
spelled out in Subsection “0,” 
required to attend all selectmen 
meetings and have a voice, but no 
vote, he will be able to find cer- 
tain financial infermation at a 


e. 

" dictates that the 
administrator will be the chief 
watchdog over all town “by-laws, 
regulations and policies that 
affect the departments and 
agencies under the jurisdiction of 
the board of selectmen.” Taken in 
conjunction with Subsection “J,"’ 
the administrator will be 
responsible for making sure that 
all provisions of the state and 
local law and other votes of the 
town meeting and the board of 
selectmen which require en- 
forcement, direction and 
supervision from his office are 
“faithfully carried out and per- 
formed.”” 

The administrator also has’ the 
power to recommend changes in 
the local law, if he deems a 
change to be necessary for the 
more efficient operation of the 
town 

Trueba adds that the ad- 
ministrator, under these powers, 
is required to open up a “better 
flow of communications’ bet- 
ween town officials. The ad- 
ministrator will be responsible 
for notifying all department 
heads of any changes in local law 
that will affect them. 

Trueba adds that with these 
powers, the administrator will be 
able to catch possible violations of 
a by-law and correct them before 
they become an issue. He will also 
be responsible for explaining any 
new duties that a by-law change 
may delegate to a department 
head. 

Along those lines, Subsection 
“N" gives the administrator the 
power to “‘cause the conduct" of 
any “officer or employee, or 
department, board or com- 
mission’ while in public office or 
employment. The administrator 
will have to submit the complaint 
in writing to the selectmen and 
explain the ‘malfeasance 
(misconduct), misfeasance 
(performing of a lawful action in

any unlawful way), or non- 
feasance (failure to do what ought 
to be done) of any person or board 
and request that the selectmen 
examine the complaint. 

The administrator is also 
responsible for being a watchdog 
over how departmensts are 
spending their money. He will be 
required to approve purchases of 
“supplies, materials, equipment, 
central and other services, for all 
departments or agencies under 
the jurisdiction of the board of 
selectmen.”” 

However, this subsection does 
not mean the administrator 
makes all purchases, Trueba 
says. He explains that the ad- 
ministrator will approve or not 
approve of any purchase made by 
department head under his 
jurisdiction. Trueba adds that the 
accountant will be able to assist 
the administrator in checking 
over the purchase vouchers. 

The administrator will also 
have to keep a close watch on the 
maintenance of all town facilities 
under the selectmen’s control. 
That would include town hall, the 
town common, the old water 
department building on Main 
Street, along with others. The 
administrator, ‘also under Sub- 
section ‘‘M," will be allowed to 
rent certain pieces of equipment 
or services if the selectmen give 


approval 
Trueba gave the simple 
example of renting a copier 


machine if the one in town hall 
should break down. The ad- 
ministrator would be responsible 
for calling ina service man. If the 
machine can not be fixed with the 
service call, the administrator 
may want to seek selectmen 
approval to rent a machine until 
the town owned one can be fixed. 

Trueba says this subsection will 
result in having a person in town 
hall with whom the “people can 
deal with on a day ot day basis.” 

Subsection “‘P" is one that 
Trueba feels is important. The 
subsection dictates that the ad- 
ministrator will be required to 
attend all town meetings and be 
available to the people to “‘answer 
all questions concerning warrant 
articles which are directed to the 
office and relate to a matter 
under the person's general 
supervision.” 

“He's going to have to know his 
subjects, If he doesn’t know, 
subjects, he is not’ answer: 
Trueba says. The subsection wi 
also be able to allow the ad- 
ministrator to research articles 
more thoroughly, Trueba says. 

Trueba adds that the ad- 
ministrator will be able ‘‘to 
perform a much better function” 
to the people when they seek 
information on warrant articles. 
He adds that the administrator 
will have to know what every 
article under his supervision is 
and why the people are being 
asked to vote for it. 

The last sentence of Subsection 
“Pp” may seem redundant, but it 
is nonetheless very important. It 
simply states that the ad- 
ministrator will not be “‘excluded 
from town meetings and shall be 
permitted to speak at all town 
meetings.” 

Subsection ‘'Q,” the last of the 
powers and dduties, is an all 
encompassing one. It states that 
the administrator “shall perform 
any other duties required by the 
by-law or by a majority vote of 
the board of selectmen.” 

Trueba says that this sub- 
section simply states- that the 
administrator must ‘take his 
directives from the board of 
selectmen.”” 

Charter Study Committee 
+ Chairman Joe Gill explains tha 
v the administrator is merely 
responsible for carrying out the 
directives of the selectmen. And 
the selectmen, he adds, are 
merely responsible for carrying 
out the wishes of the people who 
elect them. So, Gill states, the 
town will be better able to 
respond to the wishes of the 
people if the administrator is 
working. 

Gill says that when his com- 
mittee first started work on 
drafting a charter change some 
two years ago, they found that the 
town was operating on a “shoe 
string.’ He explains that the town 
was just “operating on its own 
momentum during the day” with 
the selectmen and other boards 
coming in to handle problems at 
night once a week. 

‘He advocates having someone 
in town hall during the day who 
will have the power and authority 
to handle the problems as they 
occur. He also says that the ad- 
ministrator will be a central 
fexe for people interested in the

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MVC Baseball Preview 


Championship up for grabs

The race for the 1982 
Merrimack Valley Conference 
baseball championship is a real 
crap shoot as the teams gear up 
for their season openers Wed- 
nesday (April 21). Unlike last 
season, when the conference was 
split into two divisions, this year’s 
schedule will see one 14 team 
league, with each club playing 
each other once before a three 
game extension, or ‘playoff’ 
series rounds out the final week in 
May for a total of 16 games. 


There is no clear favorite, 
although the Billerica Indians’ 
and their pitching depth (three 
decent MVC starting pitchers on 
one team is almost unheard of) 
could give them a slight edge 

Veteran Wilmington Wildcat 
coach Dick Scanlon concludes 
that there could be as many as six 
teams fighting for the title during 
that final week of the season. The 
winner, according to Scanlon, 
could have as many as five losses. 
I would concur, considering the 
balance of this conference and the

fact that the Blizzard of ‘82 put a 
crimp in just about everybody's 
pitching plans. 

Scanlon, like several MVC 
coaches, dislikes the 14 team set- 
up, but fortunately, they won't 
have to put up with it for long 
Next spring the conference shifts 
gears to small school-large school 
divisions, with the little guys 
getting each other twice, while 
knocking heads with the schools 
with the larger enrollments just 
once over the course of the 
season, 

With the 14 team configuration, 
a strong third place team could be 
left out in the cold when it comes 
down to tourney time. That is 
very likely to happen this season, 
where MVC balance is the 
byword. 

The two local outfits figure to 
plug away this spring via con- 
trasting styles. Wilmington's 
Wildcats, who last made big noise 
with their State Championship 
team of 1977, again will look to 
mash opponents with an awesome 
bat attack, while coach John 
Bresnahan’s veteran laden 
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One of the keys to the 1982 WHS baseball season will be the 
play of infielder-pitcher Craig Richards. 
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Redmen will combine a little bit 
of several baseball facets in their 
attempt to remain competitive. 

A look at just how the Wildcats 
and the Redmen shape up this 
season. 

Wilmington Wildcats (10-9, MVC- 
1981) 

Pitching is open to question 
around the conference thanks to 
the storm, but in Wilmington, that 
question mark is even more 
pointed 

“The storm really hurt our 
pitching staff,” admits Scanlon, 
who lost chuckers Glen Sargent, 
Rusty Ryan (Northeastern) and 
Andy Leverone (ULowell) to 
graduation. “The staff hasn't 
rounded into shape since the 
storm, and as yet we don’t have a 
pitcher who can go seven in 
nings,”’ offered- Scanlon 

The Wildcats expect to go with 
righthanders Ted Moran, Craig 
Richards, Ed Olshaw and Bob 
Ducharme, all of whom have little 
varsity pitching experience. “I 
just don't know what they can 
do,"” says Scanlon. 

So, unless one of the four pit 
chers emerges as did Jim 
Stewart, the last WHS ace, did in 
that '77 season, the Cats will be 
expected to club the ball at a good 
clip to stay in in many games. 


Leading that solid bat brigade 
are thirdbaseman Jon Nolan, a 
junior who hit .401 last year 
secondbaseman-shortstop 
Richards (.396) and the senior 
Moran, who drove in a league 
leading 24 runs and batted at a 
350 clip from his firstbase slot in 
‘81 

Ed Olshaw (junior-shortstop’ 
Rob Santos (senior-firstbaseman 
designated hitter) and Jeff Lux 
(senior-secondbaseman) round 
out the WHS infield 

Scanlon has a bushel full of 
outfielders from which to pick, 
but the starters penciled in for the 
opener against Greater Lawrence 
are junior Kevin Smith (cen 
tefield), senior John Cushing 
(rightfield) and senior Bob Irwin 
(leftfield) 

Wilmington’s outfield reserves 
will be Ducharme, Rob O'Connell

The bulk of the catching chores 
will be handled by senior Paul 
Bova, with the junior varsity duo 
of Rich McQuestin and Gerry 
O'Reilly sharing the backup 
duties.

‘Aging’ caused by too much sun 


‘The most dangerous part of the 
* year for sun damage to your skin is 
“not necessarily the hottest part of 
“the year, according to a leading 
S authority on the dangers of ex 
‘cessive sun exposure 
Dr. Myra Barker, vice president 
“of research and development for 
=.Mary Kay Cosmetics, Inc., explains 
that sun exposure reaches a danger 
peak for ultraviolet B radiation (the 
type generally blamed for most skin 
damage) on June 21 in the Northern 
Hemisphere, “but that can be very 
misleading," she says. 

“The dangers of excessive ex 
posure to the sun are many. Some 
signs we generally consider part of 
the normal aging process are not 
really from aging as much as from 
being in the sun, whether the ex 
posure was planned or not 

“Wrinkling is one form of skin 
damage," Dr. Barker says. “It is 

* caused by permanent changes in the 
‘dermis, the underlying layer of skin 

“There's nothing that can be done 
to reverse it other than plastic 
surgery once it happens. 
damage is largely 


sun damage, however, is skin 
cancer. Dr. Barker says an 
estimated 300,000 persons this year 
will be treated for skin cancer, and 
that about 5,000 of these persons will 
die. “Skin cancer is one of the most 
common forms of the disease in this 
country,” she says, “‘and the sad 
part is that most of these cases are 
unnecessary 

“It is strictly a question of our 
personal habits and of the choices 
we make for ourselves in terms of 
sun exposure,” she says 

Dr. Barker also cautions against 
thinking a tay is “healthy.” “A tan 
only looks healthy," she says. “One 
of the most misunderstood con- 
ceptions about sunlight is that a tan 
is protective and once you've tan 
ned, you no longer need a sunscreen. 

“This is not true. Tanning will help 
prevent a sunburn, but tanning in 
creases your risk of skin aging and 
skin cancer, It is not protective 
against skin aging. It is not 
protective against skin cancer. 

Dr. Barker also offers 
thoughts on related subjects 

Sunburning — “A sunburn is not a 


simple phenomenon that is tem 


these 


It is a permanent form of skin 
damage and there is evidence that 
severe sunburning early in life tends 
to increase the chance of skin cancer 
later.”" 

Freckling — “People who freckle 
are more likely to develop skin 
cancer than other people because 
freckling is a sign the skin cannot 
adequately pigment itself evenly. If 
you have children who freckle, 
please, please teach them to wear a 
sunscreen. 

Acne — “Many people believe 
acne is lessened by sun exposure 
Sometimes this is so, but there are 
many people whose acne doesn't 
improve, it gets worse. No one 
knows exactly why this is so and it's 
difficult to predict what will happen 
to any one person. 

Spotting — “Those brown spots 
you see on the back of the hands or 
face that we used to call ‘liver spots 
don’t have anything at all to do with 
your liver. It has to do with sun 
exposure 

Fortunately, there are two things 
the average person can do to limit 
damage from the sun 

First, don't exposure yourself to

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National PMS center opens 


For years experts have been - 

: arguing over the existence of a 

* premenstrual! cycle in women that 
ean cause abnormal behavior 
ranging from tension to extreme 
violence. Jim Hovey, a psychologist 
formerly associated with a private 
medical group in Reading is at the 
center of this hot issue. 

“There is a syndrome that for the 
past twenty-five years has been 
written about a great deal, as far as 
research and clinical findings in 
England,” he says. ‘The work has 
basically been done by two people in 
England, Dr. Raymond Greene and 
Dr. Katherina Dalton, who probably 
has been the most influential person 
in the research of this syndrome in 
Europe agin the past ten or fifteen 
years, What Dr. Dalton has found is 
there is a variety of psychological 
symptoms and somatic symptoms 
that occur primarily in the 
premenstrual phase. They will 
reoccur in each menstrual cycle and 
‘once the menses starts the symp- 
toms will disappear. 

Dr. Dalton, at a recent conference 
of the International Society for 
Research into Aggression at Haren, 
Netherlands made it clear that she 
finds, a definite link between this 
syndrome and criminal aggressiort. 
She says, ‘This complete absence of 
symptoms is the postmentruum is 
the key to diagnosis, The three 
components of premenstrual tension 
are irritability, lethargy and 
depression. The irritability ranges 
from minor episodes of hostility to 
violent aggression, assault, and 
even manslaughter. Premenstrual 
syndrome is primarily a 
physiological as opposed to a 
psychological disease, occurring 
only in those phases of the menstrual 
cycle when progesterone is present 
in the blood. It is believed to be due 
to an absolute progesterone 
deficiency, or relative deficiency of 
progesterone in relation to 
estrogen." 

Hovey recently founded the 
National Center for Premenstrual 
Syndrome and Menstrual Distress, 
Inc., at 50 Milk Street, Boston (with 
offices in New York City and 
California). It is the first national 
center established to diagnose 
women effected by PMS and men: 
strual distress. According to Hovey, 
One out of every two women ex 
periences some type of premen: 
strual symptom. His method of 
diagnosing women with PMS was 

tterned after that used by Dr. 

alton. 

Dr. Dalton explains: 

“The simplest method is by means 
of a menstrual calender. The days of 
tension are marked with an ‘X’, the 
gays of menstruation with an ‘M’, 
@nd the days of admission to 
hospital, police station or prison 
with an ‘O'."" 

She stresses, however that the 
menstrual calender provides a 
prospective diagnosis but if a 
woman is accused of, say, battering 
her child or manslaughter, it would 
be inappropriate to delay treatment 
for three months. She describes a 
typical case of hers, ‘This thirty- 
four-year-old married nurse had 
been admitted to a mental hospital 
in March, The following month she 
was charged with being drunk and 
disorderly and causing disturbance, 
and in May she was again admitted 
to the hospital. Fortunately, there, 
She was recognized as suffering 
from premenstrual syndrome, and 
progestrone treatment was started 
in May, resulting in a normal 
symptom-free menstruation.”” 

Hovey has arranged to bring Dr. 
Dalton to America to further discuss 
her research in PMS. She will speak 
at Bellevue School of Nursing, at 
Hunter College, in New York City, 
on May 6. Her visit to this country is 
creating stirring interest within 
media circles. News people from all

over the United States will be at 
Bellevue to cover her lectures. In- 
cluded will be a crew from the ABC 
newsmagazine, 20-20, which is 
preparing a segment on PMS. 

Jim Hovey speculates further on 
Dr. Dalton’s theory, “If it is true and 
there is a direct causr or link bet- 
ween elevated testostirone in 
women, this would give us a 
biological test to screen women who 
may have a problem with assaultive 
behavior. The interesting thing is, 
when I meet various women, either 
through my practice or friends of 
my wife, they tell me that when they 
get irritable or when they get 
depressed, or when they get 
lethargic, it’s always during their 
menstrual cycle or just before 
starting their menstrual cycle. It 
happens every month or every other 
month. They say “I get irritable, I'm 
very likely to hit my children or 
throw something or blow up at my 
husband.” I hear this time after 
time again. I was in the emergency 
room in a small hospital in New 
Hampshire, and the physician who 
was on duty asked me what I thought 
of women who have problems in 
their menstrual cycle and what I 
knew about that, as far as assaultive 
behavior. So I told him and within 
five minutes he told me he had two 
patients who fit that criteria. There 
was a woman patient who had made 
multiple suicide attempts, and it 
always happened in her premen- 
strual cycle. Just prior to starting 
her menses, she gets very 
depressed, she threatens or makes 


attempts at committing suicide 
What needs to be done is to take that 
history, since we have that history 
that occurs in that cycle, then get 
her permission tell her that the 
treatment has worked well in 
England and start her on some 
method of administration, giving 
her progesterone from day fourteen 
of her cycle to day twenty-eight. If it 
eliminates the symptoms, then 
we've been successful.’’ 

Despite skepticism from other 
members of the medical profession, 
both Hovey and Dr. Dalton agree 
after looking back over their com- 
prehensive studies of women while 
in their pre-menstrual and men- 
strual cycles that it is possible to 
detect problems with assaultive 
behavior due to chemical damage in 
their bodies prior to the start of their 
menses. Concludes Dr. Dalton, 
“That analysis of records does 
differentiate those women whose 
aggression is limited to the 
premenstruum and who respond 
successfully to progesterone." 

Progesterone is the key word in 
Dr. Dalton's statement 
Progesterone is a natural chemical 
produced in the woman's body that 
eliminates these premenstrual 
symptoms. Until now, the Food and 
Drug Administration has refused to 
grant any licenses to phar. 
maceutical companies so that large 
dosages of progesterone can be 
produced and distributed nationally. 
However, physicians associated 
with Hovey's National Center for 
Premenstrual Syndrome and

Says Jim Hovey, “The studies in 
England have shown that virtually 
all the women who have met that 
criteria respond to treatment. Some 
women have been on that treatment 
now for twenty-five years. 

Dr. Dalton has treated well. 
diagnosed cases of premenstrual 
syndrome with progesterone for 
over thirty years and she says “I 
would enphasize that I use 
progesterone, the natural hormone. 
not synthetic-progestogen 
Progesterone has the disadvantage 
that it can only be administered by 
injection, suppositories, pessaries or 
implant, while the synthetic, man. 
made progestogen have the ad. 
vantage of oral administration or 
long-acting injection. 

Dr. Dalton indicates that when 
supervision is no longer necessary, 
most women learn to give the in- 
jections themselves or they have 
their husbands do it. “They are also 
supplied with progesterone sup- 
positories which they can use at 
times of need if they feel tense, 
depressed or irritable," she adds

Dr. Dalton indicates that the onset 
of premenstrual syndrome is 
puberty, however, that is not the 
only circumstance that can trigger 
the condition. She says it can come 
about after stopping the pill or after 
a spell of amenorrhea as with 
anorexia nervosa. She continues 
“Useful diagnostic pointers are the 
past history of pre-eclampsia; 
Postnatal depression, headaches, 
and weight gain. Similarly they are 
unable to tolerate oestrogens, often 
given in ignorance when the 
relationship of their aggression to 
menstruation is noticed, andthey are 
misdiagnosed as menopausal. They 
are unable to go long intervals 
without food when they easil 
become hypoglycemic, which may 
in itself account for the aggression. I 
should also mention their inability to 
tolerate alcohol during the 
premenstruum.

ROVING From page s-3 


behavior. When we did look at tne 
Framingham women — we studied a 
hundred and fifty women in MCI 
Framingham in the early Seventies 

one of the things we found out was 
that, on the questionnaire, the 
violent women complained about 
premenstrual problems. The non 
violent women did not complain 
about premenstrual problems. At 
Boston State Hospital in the mid 
Seventies we did a study of thirty 
five violent individuals, and the 
women who were in the violent 
group had significantly more 
premenstrual problems than non: 
violent women. We did a study 
where we examined the data on 
approximately three hundred and 
fifty patients in eleven different 
patient groups, and we found the 
same thing; regardless of the group. 
the violent women had significantly 
more premenstrual problems than 
the non-violent women. 

“Even with the non-violent 
women, if they had some other types 
of psychological or physical symp- 
toms — if we believed they were 
going to pose a major problem to 
that individual, such as attempting 
suicide, which is self-directed 
violence or if they had acne that 
kicked up every month, or asthma 
attacks, or epileptic seizures — only 
during that time of month, they were 
given progeterone. They got total 
cure. 

Dr. Dalton feels that it is essential 
to determine who the women are in 
prisons who suffer from premen: 
strual syndrome and ascertain that 
it is indeed this syndrome that is 
causing their behavorial problems 
“In considering treatment, it is 
obvious from the violent episodes 
which continued while the women 
were in prison that detention is so 
deterrant,"’ she adds.

In an effort to clarify the situation, 
Our Place has issued a series of 
guidelines for giving. “It is im 
portant to ask questions and get the 
proper information before writing a 
check,” states Mrs. Moore. 

Mrs. Moore urges people to ask for 
the agency’s latest annual report 
“This should give a prospective 
donor information on who serves on 
the agency's board of directors, a 
brief history of the organization, the 
types of services offered and 
financial data. “Ask the agency how 
much it is spending on fundraising, 
says Mrs. Moore. ‘‘Find out how the 
agency spends its funds. 
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is designed for gifts 


She also feels that close attention 
should be given to the services of 
fered by the agency asking for 
support. “Check to make sure the 
services are.actually needed,” says 
Mrs. Moore. “Ask how many people 
are being helped. In other words, try 
to determine if it is a cost ef 
fective operation." 

Mrs. Moore stresses the im 
portance of volunteers. She feels 
that responsible community 
agencies are training volunteer 
workers and have them involved in 


programs and services. “Agencies 


making good use of volunteers are 
usually concerned about the com- 
munity," she adds 

Finally, Mrs. Moore suggests that 
a visit to the agency is an effective 
way to make an evaluation 
“There's nothing like seeing what is 
actually going on." 
At Our Place, we have found that 
contributors can be extremely 
generous when they are provided 
this type of information. It builds 
confidence," states Mrs. Moore.

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Small claims limit raised 


A bill to raise the limit 
on cases that may be 
brought to Small Claims 
Court, described by 
MASSPIRG Program 
Director Mindy Lubber 
as “one of the best 
pieces of consumer 
legislation considered 
this year” was signed 
into law this weekend by 
Governor Edward J 
King 


The measure, enacted 
by the legislature on 
March 25th and en- 
dorsed by the 
Massachusetts Con- 
sumers Coalition, 
permits individuals to 
use the small claims 
procedure for claims up 
to $1200. The ceiling 
previously had been set 
at $750. 

Small Claims Courts 
were established as an 
alternative for citizens 
who found it necessary 
to bring suit, yet sodght 
to avoid the expensive, 
complicated, and often 
intimidating civil 
courts. The small 
claims system does not 
require a plaintiff to 
hire an attorney, and its 
procedure is relatively 
informal

In 1975, a solid, but slow-growing 
local manufacturer of military 
communications equipment elected 
a new chief executive officer. 

The company, Microwave 
Associates, under the new 
leadership of Dr. Lawrence Gould 
changed its name to M/A-COM and 
embarked on a seemingly endless 
series of acquisitions and mergers 
making it a force to be reckoned 
with as the world of com 
munications based on computers 
and satellites exploded in size and 
importance. 

In 1978, M/A-COM acquired 
Digital Communications Corp. in 
Maryland for $47.5 million in stock. 
DCC makes packet-switching and 
multiplexor devices that route 
voice, date and video signals over 
communications networks. By 
combining this equipment with the 
radio transmitters and receivers 
that Microwave Associates was 
already making, the company was 
able to begin working with 
customers in setting up satellite- 
based communications networks. 

In September 1980, Valtec Corp 
was acquired for $230 million in 
stock, and in November, Prodelin 
Inc. was bought for $4.5 million in 
stock. Prodelin makes antennas, 
which are now being incorporated 
with the electronic hardware from 
other divisions to build satellite 
ground stations. Valtec sells coaxial 
cable primarily to cable TV 
stations, but this product is also 
being used to link computer 
equipment to M/A-COM’s com- 
munications gear

In November of 1980, Ohio 
Scientific, a personal computer 
maker joined the growing list of 
M/A-COM companies, In December 
of the same year, Dr. Gould added 
Alanthus Corp., a computer service 
leasing company to strengthen 
M/A-COM’s servicing for all 
products that go to end users. 

Other companies include Linkabit 
Corp., a San Diego firm 
manufacturing state-of-the-art 
satellite communications equip- 
ment for military applications and 
Omni Spectra of Waltham, a 
manufacturer of connectors and 
voltage-control oscillators. 

All told, these companies 
directed from corporate 
headquarters on South Ave. in 
Burlington, give M/A-COM an 
enviable position in the high-growth 
market for advanced com- 
munication systems. Customers of 
these products include the ex- 
panding cable TV industry, the 
established telephone companies 
and other common carriers, which 
are using such equipment to 
squeeze more capacity out of 
existing lines, and the new 
specialized communications 
companies, which will need routing

M/A-COM designed a system 
using a Time Decision Multiple 
Access (TDMA) transmission 
technique which allows each earth 
station to automatically adjust its 
information capacity (effective 
bandwidth) in response to changing 
requirements. In this type of con- 
figuration, each earth station 
transmits a burst of data, in a 
predetermined time slot, once 
every 60 milliseconds. Each earth
